Perhaps 
its merit lies in the superior 
heat-retaining quality of the 
salt. For the same reason a 
bag of salt placed hot to the 
feet, or any portion of the body, 
is better for giving warmth 
than is the conventional brick 
or hot water bottle. 

* . * 

AN excellent gargle for 
the throat is simple salt and 
water. Many cases of relaxed 
throat can be cured by the use 
of this alone, if taken from the 
beginning, gargling every hour. 
A flannel cloth wrung out pf 
salt water and bound round the 
throat at night is very efficac- 
ious in cases of simple sore 
throat. Salt in tepid water is 
a handy cmetic. As an anti- 
dote for poisoning by silver 
nitrate or lunar caustic, give 
salt and water freely. For 
poisoning by alcohol, an emetic 
of warm water and salt should 
be given repeatedly. As a 
dentifrice, common salt may 
always be relied upon. By its 
judicious use the teeth are kept 
white, the gums hard, and the 
breath sweet. For spongy, re- 
ceding gums, or teeth troubled 
with tartar, wash the mouth 
thoroughly with salt and water.

Prof. Maspero have been opened at the Lyons 


Museum. A considerable number of these 
contained only the remains of very young 
birds, débris of feathers and bones, but is was 


possible to obtain and study the skeletons of 
more than 500 birds, which 


served. Some of these were in such a perfect 


were well pre 
state of preservation that they were re« ognize d 
by a simple examination of the feathers, but 
most of them were determined after the skel 


ton. The mummies form two classes of a 
distinct appearance. Ihe first includes the 
ibis and the second the birds of prey. The 
mummies come from the tombs of Sakkarah, 


Roda, Kom-Ombo, Gizeh and others. \t 
Kom-Ombo they are of a Roman epoch and at 
Gizeh of the Ptolemaic. 

The birds of prey are mummified 
singly or in masses of twenty to thirty, or even 
forty of all species. The single birds, 
hawks or falcons, have been generally plunged 
into a bath of liquid bitumen and then wrapped 
in bands of cloth. This gives them a form re 
sembling that of human mummies. 

The birds of prey which are mummified in 
groups have the form of a cigar-shaped bund| 
from four to five feet long and 
wide. The birds have not all been mummitied 
fresh, but some bear the 
decomposition,

After the lining has 
been fitted cut the material, placing both right 
sides together with the grain of the goods run- 
ning the same way, pin the material on the lin- 
ing smoothly, and baste along the traced lines 
as a guide to sew by. When the seams are 
stitched, notch them, also the darts at the waist. 
line and thoroughly press them open. 

Put bone casings on very full, and if bones 
are used they should be soaked in water to make 
them pliable enough to bear the needle 

To lengthen or shorten waist-line, if altera- 
tions are necessary, measure the length of waist 
from top of back piece to required length, cut 
the paper pattern through 2'¢ inches above the 
lower notches (which indicate the waist-line), 
and lower or raise dower portion of pattern as 
required. 

To lengthen or shorteu a sleeve, cut the pat- 
tern through at the elbow (between the notches), 
and add to or take from, to make the desired 
length. If any other alterations are necessary, 
make them at back seam where large outlet is 
provided. 

To lengthen or shorten a skirt, lay each 
piece of the skirt pattern on the lining, and 
measure from your waist-line the length desired. 
If the pattern is too long, take off from the low- 
er edge a// around—evenly. If the pattern is too 
short, add the necessary length to lower edge 
ad/ around—eveuly. 

Alterations, if necessary, in misses’, girls’ 
and children’s garments, should be made in the 
same manner as above described. 

Cloth should be cut with the nap running 
down, velvetup. To match figured or striped 
goods, pia the figures together before cutting. 

For fu!l-bust figures it would be well to 
take up the dart crosswise at fullest part of the 
bust in front lining.

For nearly a 
grave has been dug there The 
occupied, But every now and then 
opened to receive another A great 
many dogs are buried there, including one 
that belonged to the Duke of ( and 
Pilku, who belonged to an uncle of the King 
of Sweden. The this animal’s 
grave is conspicuously surmounted by a 
Swedish coronet and cross. A boarhound and 
a St. Bernard rest in this garden, but little lap 
dogs constitute the majority of the dead. A 
few cats find graves here, besides a dozen par- 
rots, five monkeys, gold- 
finch and a white mouse. It is no uncommon 
occurrence for the grave of a dog to be opened 
to receive a canary. With one exception the 
stones record the death of dogs. rhe excep- 
tion is thus inscribed: ‘A tribute of respect 
to two white cats, Bebe, and Sam his nephew.”’ 
In this garden rest the remains of the 
pets of several distinguished actresses, includ- 
ing Lady Bancroft, Miss ¢ Nga Nethersole and 
Miss Lily Hanbury.
